Police reports reflect high crime in 
the past three years at apartments

Murder, sexual and aggravated assaults, thefts and bur¬ 
glaries are crimes that typically happen in bad parts of town 
and are not what people would expect at student housing. 

The Cambridge and Varsity Place Apartments have 
been in the news recently for all of these crimes. In the 
months of August and September, both The Cambridge 
Apartments on Old Omen Road and Varsity Place Apart¬ 
ments on Varsity Drive, have had over 20 incidents within 
their gates. Many of these crimes involved both Tyler Junior 
College and University of Texas at Tyler students. On Fri¬ 
day, Oct. 19, at Varsity Place Apartments, officers responded 
to a call from f 9-year-old TJC student Bradley Jackson. 

Jackson told the officers he believed he was being 
robbed by another man, 19-year-old Sirbrycelon Shelton, 
who is not a TJC student or resident at Varsity Place. Shel¬ 
ton was reportedly armed with a handgun standing at the 
doorway of Jacksons apartment. 

Jackson then pulled out his own handgun and shot 
Shelton.That’s when Shelton fled to building 21 of the apart¬ 
ment complex leaving a trail of blood. The police searched

for Shelton but could not find him in that building. He was 
later found at Good Shepherd Hospital in Longview. 

After receiving treatment for his injuries, Shelton 
was taken to Smith County jail on Oct. 28. 

Investigators also found narcotics at the scene of the 
incident and believe those narcotics may have played a role 
in the shooting. At this time, there have been no charges 
filed against Jackson. 

Earlier that week on Oct. 16, Tyler Police went to a lo¬ 
cal emergency room to speak with 21-year-old Dearis Davis. 
Davis, who is a TJC student, told officers that earlier that 
morning he had heard a knock at his door. 

Davis opened the door to find three men in masks 
standing in the doorway. The three men forced their way 
into his apartment and held him at gunpoint demanding 
cash. The men with firearms struck Davis several times in 
the face and head that resulted in serious bodily injury. The 
men then went into his roommate’s room and forced him 
and his girlfriend into the bathroom during the robbery. The 
three men stole an unknown amount of cash and then fled 
the apartments on foot.

Apartments offer a ‘wild west’ existence

Dear Editor, 

I would like to thank Ashleigh Brents for her 
timely and informative article about students who 
become pregnant during their junior college years. As 
the physician here at the TJC Clinic, I see young women 
quite often who are surprised to find out that they are 
pregnant despite the use of birth control. Indeed this 
week we had two women who came in for unrelated 
reasons and found out that they were expecting a baby. 

The rate is, however, not what it seems accord¬ 
ing to the statistic in Ms. Brent's article. She correctly 
quoted "The National Campaign to Prevent Teen and 
Unplanned Pregnancy" as stating that "48% of students 
have gotten pregnant while attending community 
college". The question is 48% of which students? The 
48% seemed quite high to me. It would mean that ev¬ 
ery other female student enrolled at TJC has likely been 
or will get pregnant during her time here. Statistics can 
be challenging! 

If you check the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) research, you'll find where the 48% number 
plays a role. 

In the 18-24 year old range, 15.1 % of all 
men and women in the US either have an unplanned 
pregnancy or their partner gets pregnant. About half 
of this percentage would be young women, ie. 7.5%. Of 
this group, from those who attend college, 48% of them 
are in community college (as opposed to 4 year colleges 
or not identified), so about 3.6% or 4 out of 100 women 
in junior college experience an unplanned pregnancy. 
This information from the CDC sheds more light on the 
subject and makes more sense. 

It is interesting to note that this pregnancy 
rate has gone down over the last 10 years. But the 
study also states that only two out of ten students at 
two-year institutions reported receiving information 
from the college on pregnancy prevention. Both the 
men and the women who are sexually active during 
these years need the facts. Because it is correct that 
61% of women who get pregnant during community 
college fail to finish their degree. 

Please let all of our TJC students know that 
we are more than happy here at the Clinic to help them 
with resources and knowledge regarding abstinence, 
birth control and sexually transmitted diseases. 


College students living at The Cam¬ 
bridge at Tyler and Varsity Place apart¬ 
ment complexes in Tyler experience much 
the same harsh realities faced by frontier 
westerners in the 1800s. Though no dime 
novels romanticize the villains and mar¬ 
shals fighting them. 

Instead a 600-page stack of police 
reports obtained by The Apache 
Pow Wow through an open re¬ 
cords request gives the lurid de¬ 
tails of crimes that have taken 
place at these apartments for the 
last three years. The list includes 
sexual assaults, armed robberies, 
knife fights... 

Has anyone in the gen¬ 
eral population or specifically the college 
population ever seen these reports? Do 
the apartment complexes practice full dis¬ 
closure? 

Of course not!! It would put them 
out of business. 

But then again, maybe it should. , 

How can students coming from out 
of town be sure of where they are choos¬ 
ing to live? They could check websites and 
they would read that Varsity Place apart¬ 
ments “...are just minutes from campus 
and offer Tyler students high-end features 
and A-list amenities at a great price.” 


The Cambridge at Tyler, which calls 
itself luxury student apartments, claims 
on its web page that they have “.. .full ser¬ 
vice apartment homes that are designed 
and operated to be a worry-free environ¬ 
ment...” * 

Worry free? That’s a good one. 
Instead of disclosure, the complexes’ 


websites show pretty and inviting places 
for students to live. Students (and their 
parents) need to know the truth about 
what they are walking into so they can 
make an informed decision about whether 
they want to walk into it at all. 

College campus housing must abide 
by the Clery Act, which is named for 
Jeanne Clery who was raped and mur¬ 
dered on a college campus in 1986. The 
Clery Act, too late for Jeanne, requires 
colleges to disclose criminal activity on or 
around their campuses. 

It appears The Cambridge and Var¬ 


sity Place apartments aren’t close enough 
to TJC to qualify. Nevertheless both com¬ 
plexes serve as a type of unofficial overflow 
housing when TJC’s or UT Tyler’s dorms 
are full and a waiting list exists. 

Varsity Place has increased security 
and enacted a 10 p.m. curfew. That’s com¬ 
mendable,, although rather late, and the 
effectiveness of such actions 
remains to be seen. The apart¬ 
ment owners need to step up, 
clean up or, at least, be up 
front about the wild-west ac- 
' tivities pn their premises. 

Whether or not the 
apartment owners do this in 
a timely and efficient man¬ 
ner, TJC administration needs to be up 
front for the safety and well being of our 
students. For those on the dorm waiting 
list, admission packets should include a 
warning of the criminal activities in The 
Cambridge and Varsity Place along with 
a reference to Tyler PD’s online posting 
of apartment crime stats—in the spirit of 
the Clery Act. 

It’s too late for Jeanne. It’s already 
been too late for too many victims at The 
Cambridge and Varsity Place. Let’s not 
make it too late for others.

from Tyler Junior College, who teaches a newly ad¬ 
opted Humanities 2319 class. 

“How does a person join another culture with¬ 
out losing their own identity? That is what the focus 
of the class is,” Dr. Moore said. “Many people who 
are part of the majority don’t actually realize and see 
minority for its richness.” 

Embracing and learning the difference between 
races allows students to use those power tools, such 
as education, to advance the American nation. 

“It’s not to setup a difference between races, but 
it is to highlight, focus on the African American cul¬ 
tural and look at the strength and contribution they 
have made,” Dr. Moore said. 

Dr. Moore is just one of the many Americans 
who feel the need to acknowledge the majority 
groups, unconscious privilege because of their skin 
color, which affects the minority group. 

Author, Peggy McIntosh, wrote “Unpacking 
the Invisible Knapsack,” in which she identifies the 
numerous privileges a white-skin person is offered, 


opening many door in the United States. 

Because of the unearned race advantages, McIn¬ 
tosh points out, a true democracy is not practiced, 
and is compelled to unpack “the invisible backpack 
of white privilege.” She explains the daily benefits for 
majority groups, which she experienced firsthand. 

Privileges like an easier transition into a new 
city because “similar” people live in the same area, 
curricular taught from the perspective of her own 
race. Also many books, magazine, movies and music 
that embrace the norms of white skin pushed aside 
the need for minority groups to have equal represen¬ 
tation in their shared country. 

“My skin color was an asset for any moves I was 
educated to want to make,” McIntosh writes. “The 
pressure to avoid it is great, for in facing it I must 
give up the myth of meritocracy.” 

Both Dr. Moore and McIntosh are actively us¬ 
ing the power of education to open the eyes of the 
cultural groups. Challenging the benefits in un¬ 
earned entitlements and providing the knowledge to 


change the viewing of the disadvantages are used in 
the American society. 

The cultural awakening for many comes through 
experiencing a diverse atmosphere as they move to 
a bigger city, but students are given the opportu¬ 
nity to learn and acquire knowledge through classes 
like Humanities 2319 American Minority Studies, 
which focuses on African American Culture, have 
been and are currently offered to TJC students as an 
online course. 

The course is interactive, in which students will 
learn from Dr. Moore the richness of the minori¬ 
ties. 

“Melting all of those subcultures together so 
we can all learn about each other,” Dr. Moore said. 
“Hopefully the course itself can grow to learn to 
appreciate other cultures ...and different religions. 
There’s a whole world out there we need to know 
about.”

'CLOUD ATLAS:' 

A BEAUTIFUL DISPLAY OF TALENT, 
EXPERTISE GRACES THE SCREEN 0

Finally, a movie appears with a little bit of originality that 
doesnr involve a five-film contract. In the three-ring circus of 
a movie, “Cloud Atlas,” released Oct. 26 and rated R, will have 
your head spinning with ideas while your senses are entertained, 
something Hollywood has apparently forgotten how to do. 

The plot is thick and complex, so I’ll just give the run-down 
on the concept. Basically, it’s an exploration into how everyone’s 



fife is affected by the actions in the past, present and future and 
how certain individuals are connected to us in other fives. As a 
book adaptation of the same name written by David Mitchell, it 
is told through six story fines, all connecting somehow, beginning 
in the 19th century and ending way into the 23rd and beyond. In 
retrospect, it makes that feeling of deja vu seem philosophical. 

It deals with some of the most basic factors for existence, 
such as trust, greed, love, the difference between right and wrong 
and the impact or “ripple effect” of one person’s actions that have 
the potential to change history. 

What’s so interesting about this film is that it was 
made by three directors: German-bred Tom Tykwer 
and siblings Lana and Andy Wachowski. Tykwer took 
three of the stories while the Wachowski team filmed 
the other three, and in the end, all were merged into 
one big story fine—not only was it gutsy, it worked. 

But let’s face it, folks: this movie had the potential 
to be horrendous, on so many levels. First, you’ve got a 
huge cast of A-fisters, all of which could have pulled 
too hard on their own strings to stand out. Big fists 
like that never end well. Secondly, the novel gives you 
something a film simply can’t: room for imagination. 
Especially with the futuristic periods, we could’ve been 
big cheesin’ on graphics and ideas. 

That said, this movie’s not completely out of the 
doghouse just yet. I did have some reservations with 
the film in a few key elements. The novel is constructed

to where it begins with the first segment, tells about half the sto¬ 
ry, moves on to the next, and so on. From there, it goes to reverse 
and finishes back with the ending to first story. In the film, we 
get short snippets of each story all intertwined with each other, 
making it difficult to follow or even know which century you’re 
in. In the span of the entire almost-three-hour film, that leaves 
less than 30 minutes to depict each story. Now, I haven’t read 
the book, but that hardly seems ample time to develop any of 
the countless characters, and that’s bad business considering the 
whole idea is to show the connectivity and development coming 
from past fives. It does make sense to chop the plot up that way, 
for film purposes; it just doesn’t connect as well as it should/ 
could have. 

Because of the way it was segmented, it lacked the natural 
ebb and flow of a typical plot. It wrapped up everything quite 
cleverly in the end, but since there was so much going on in the 
middle with no evident climax, it seemed to drag on forever, and 
in a nearly three-hour movie, that’s killer.

I know its probably how its written, but I 
have a hard time believing in a post-apocalyptic 
world that our language skills go to pot with it. 
I could hardly understand a word of what Tom 
Hanks was saying. The best way to describe the 
dialect would be crossing a four-year-old mind 
with Honey Boo Boos mom and a member 
of Duck Dynasty. Plus, it was just bizarre—I 
wasn’t a fan. 

Can’t say that it’s worthy of any Oscar nods, 
but the acting was certainly something I haven’t 
seen in a while. You can’t talk about this film 
without mentioning the laundry list of actors 
and their even longer fist of characters—at least 
four or five per person. A risky venture? Cer¬ 
tainly. Unattainable? Not necessarily, and for 
the most part, they execute them with grace. 

Tom Hanks made such a deal about this 
film in its promotional period (even “acciden¬ 
tally” saying a potty word on live television 
when reenacting one of his characters) and is 
revered as the main character, I suppose. How¬ 
ever, all of his roles were downright eclipsed 
by the other phenomenal actors. Even with his 
Asian-looking prosthetics Jim Sturgess—a per¬ 
sonal favorite of mine anyway—was fit for all of 
his characters, nailing every accent and separate 


mannerisms to boot. But Jim Broadbent stole 
the show. He never fails to disappoint at any¬ 
thing he does, but he truly wowed me here, roll¬ 
ing in laughter even. 

The music in this film was stunning— 
absolutely breathtaking and a true example of 
how a movie can be shaped through its power. 
It catches its title from a piece of music and key 
point in the movie, “The Cloud Atlas Sextet,” 
which comes into play several times in the plot. 
I went home immediately and bought it. 

I was up and down in the duration of the 
film on what to rate it, and I finally agreed that 
four out of five chips would suffice—with a 
touch of leniency. While there were certainly 
things that should have been done differently to 
avoid confusion, I give it major props for having 
the balls to go after such a mammoth concept 
and actually not tank in the process, although 
it did step on its own feet at some points. It 
combines the two worlds in cinema that almost 
never make a legitimate connection—art house 
and mainstream—and expertly proves that a 
killer plot, great acting, thoughtful concepts and 
CGI can exist in the same film. Seriously, go see 
it for yourself.

Not playing at Rose Stadium this time 
against NEO, which the previou time re¬ 
sulted in a double overtime victory for the 
Apaches, the mindset for the team was to 
win with losing not being an option. 

“It is a win or go home, but we fo¬ 
cused on just winning. It was a long ride 
to Oklahoma so we focused on riding up 
there and getting the win,” Mack said. 

First year grad assistant, and former 
Texas Christian University (TCU) cor- 
nerback Jason Teague felt the team was 
well prepared due to the leadership of the 
sophomores, but still viewed the season as 
a decent one. 

“I really believe it has been an up

These events have many residents at Varsity Place rethink¬ 
ing their stay. 

“I’m trying to get out of Varsity simply because I don’t feel 
safe,” said Nykole Bryant, Varsity Place resident. “They wont al¬ 
low me to break my lease, but I’m leaving anyway.. .1 just want to 
get away from there.” 

The Apache Pow Wow as well as MyTJCNews.com at- * 
tempted to contact Varsity Place Apartments, but each time they 
were directed to Varsity’s corporate office, which never returned 
the calls. 

But they did get in contact with a former employee, Logan 
Stephens, who worked as a leasing consultant with Varsity Place 
Apartments. 

“My reaction to recent crime was that I wasn’t surprised 
or blown away...it wasn’t anything different from when I was a 
resident and employee to have an act of violence not to mention 
again, what was said was not reported,” Stephens said. 

The Apache Pow Wow filed an open records request with 
the Tyler Police Department for the two apartments and received 
more than 600 pages of police reports that spanned over the last 
three years. These records from Tyler PD on student apartments 
show that the Oct. 19 shooting is not an isolated incident. 

These police reports showed many auto burglaries, thefts, 
residential thefts and robberies. There were also aggravated and 
sexual assaults and one homicide from November of 2011 and 
another in 2009. , 

“The crime rate varied. There was all kinds of petty mischief 
going on. There were occasions where there were more serious 
events like break-ins, theft and vandalism,” Stephens said. “Most 
of the time, the perpetrator got away because there was no proof 
as to who did it.” 

These incidences have caused Tyler PD to increase security 
at the mostly student apartments. 

Along with these recent incidences, sexual assaults have been 
a problem. Over the past three years, The Cambridge and Varsity 
Place have had five reported sexual assaults total. In most of these 
sexual assaults, the victims were young women who attend TJC 
and UT Tyler. One of the larger problems was that the females 
at both apartments did not press charges against the men who 
they said had assaulted them.This 
allowed the suspects to stay in the 
same town or apartment complex, 
risking other residents. 

“All the students that we get 
are ones that actually signed up to 
live on campus .. .ya’lls dorms fill 
up very quickly,” Belida Gill, gen¬ 
eral manager at The Cambridge 
Apartments, said. 

Both TJC and UT Tyler 
students at both The Cambridge 
and Varsity Place have students that are on the waiting list for 
the on-campus dorms. 

“Well, we have very limited housing for residents here on 
campus. We only have 1,035 beds we can fill. Our current resi¬ 
dents get priority because they’re living with us .. .we were able 
to place four or five hundred new students,” said Diana Karol, 
director of Auxiliary Services at TJC. “We are not affiliated with 
any complexes in Tyler. And we do not refer students to apart¬ 
ment complexes.” 

When students apply for any type of housing at either The 
Cambridge or Varsity Place, residents-to-be have to go through a 
series of evaluations in order to reside in either apartment. 

“Each resident over the age of 18 is required for a back¬ 
ground check. And the background, check alsq includes credit 
checks,” Gill, said. “If they have a felony, they are not allowed to 
live in our apartments. Even if they have a misdemeanor they are 
not allowed to live here on property.” 

Although the background checks may come up clear, it 
doesn’t mean that the resident does not have a criminal history. 
The resident could have some type of criminal history from when 
they were a minor. And because at the time they were a minor, 


the state cannot release that type of information. 

Students who fill out a lease form to live at these apartments 
also fill out a resident profile sheet for roommates if needed. The 
forms ask for basic information like name, age, school, home¬ 
town, likes and dislikes and any other personal considerations. 

Leasing contracts end on May 31, Aug. 8, and Dec. 31. 
Once the contract is signed to rent the apartment, the residents 
must stay the duration. Breaking the lease is not allowed. The 
only way a student can be released from the agreement is if the 
student has a military deployment and the student must provide 
a 30-day notice before being deployed. The second way is if the 
student is transferring to a sister property and there is a list of 
those on the Cambridge Apartments website. Finally a student 
can decide to sublease, and some do. 

“The sublease is a person who has to come into the office and 
go through the approval process that you went through when you 
signed your lease agreement,” Gill said. “Once that persop is ap¬ 
proved with a cosigner, it releases you from your lease agreement 
and that person and their cosigner will stay the further remainder 
of your contract.” 

With more security at both complexes, management is hop¬ 
ing that this will cut down on the crime rate. 

“We have officers here seven days a week. They are here 
from 9 p.m. to 5 a.m. and it is their primary responsibility to 
see if any residents come in, and though they have their sticker 
they’re still required to show their I.D. in order to get in,” Gill 
said. 

She encourages all students to call for help if they feel that 
they are in danger. 

“We’re only a phone call away. I’m on call 24/7, and we also 
have a 24-hour answering service,” Gill said. 

When looking for housing, students can look up crimes that 
have happened in off-campus housing. Tyler PD’s website has a 
link to the calls for service over the past year at every apartment 
complex in the city of Tyler. The apartments themselves are not 
required to give crime stats to potential residents. So residents- 
to-be are encouraged to do their own research at tylerpolice. 
com. 

When students are looking to live on-campus, The Clery 

Act comes in. This act only 
applies to on-campus prop¬ 
erty in which if there is ever 
any type of crime no matter 
how small, the school must 
document it. 

This act was mandated 
in 2008, and is a federal re¬ 
quirement to all institutions of 
higher education to disclose 
information about crime on 
their campuses and in the sur¬ 
rounding communities. 

Every institution must collect, classify and count crime sta¬ 
tistics, issue campus alerts and publish an annual security report. 

Residents at Charleston Park and around the area are con¬ 
cerned for their neighborhood and are hoping for the situations 
to get better. One of the residents suggested an idea. 

“Maybe some of the good kids from the apartments can 
form a group and show the people of the neighborhood that 
they’re concerned...'organize on a Saturday and go clean up the 
trash,” Scott Moss, resident of Charleston Park, said. 

With the criminal acts in this area, students may have no¬ 
ticed security increase at both The Cambridge and Varsity Place 
Apartments. 

“We have more security in Cambridge and in Varsity with 
24/7 surveillance around these- apartments due to the recent 
events that have occurred this month,” said Don Martin, public 
information officer for Tyler PD. 

The consistent crime and violence at both complexes have 
Tylerites calling for action and the city council questioning a pro 7 
posal to build additional student apartments in the same area.
